New Orleans Citizens Are Giving
the City a Scrubbing.

New Orleans, Aug. 9. A great street
cleaning campaign was inaugurated
here early today, and will continue un-
til nightfall. Besides the paid laborers
of the city and the prisoners from the
jails, thousands of volunteers took off
their coats, rolled up their sleeves and
went to work to eiva New Orleans a
thorough scrubbing. Hundreds of
carts and wagons were employedy in
carrying out refuse.

The state board of health was in
receipt of advices from a number of
parishes today notifying it of their dis-
position to modify quarantine regula-
tions. A number of boards have con-
ferred at Lafayette , and decided not
to interfere with the movement of
passengers from noninfected points,
who have health certificates, and from
infected point if they have served
time in detention camps anA been re-
leased by the marine hospital service.
Restrictions were taken off freight
provided it is shipped in fumigatedcars. Full confidence was expressed
in the marine hospital aervice. Addi-
tional appeals hav;i&-corra- e - from the
smaller towns forrelief. so that they
may obtain food supples and Ice. .

Guyedan and Logansport, La., "are
among the towns thus complaining.
The latter Is on the Texas border and
because of the Texas quarantine has
not had a train for seven Jays. Its
supplies are nearly exhausted.

Baton 4 Rouge Is guardin against
possible infection by the erection of an
isolation hospital. Alexandria, having
lessened the severity of her regula-
tions, has been able to receive twenty
pouches of delayed mail.

Governor Blanchard has received an
appeal for assistance from Bon Ami,
where two cases were reported. One
has died and the other is moribund.
There are 1.200 people in the settle-
ment and only one doctor.

All foreign immigration into New
Orleans is, to be stopped until after
the fever fs stamped out. Large num-
bers of Italian immigrants expected
here in September and October will be
diverted to other ports unless by that
time there is no longer a trace of 'the
disease here.

A Hotly Contested Primary in San
Francisco.

The pri-
mary election held yesterday to choose
delegates to the various municipal
nominating conventions was the most
exciting event of the kind ever known
in this city. The issue was clean cut.
It was an indorsement or condemna-
tion of the administration of Mayor
Schmidtz, whose legal adviser and
political manager is Abe Ruef. The
result was a sweeping victory for the
forcers of reform, represented1 by the
Republican league, which, according to
the latest estimate, will have a ma-

jority of ninety-thre- e delegates in the
nominating convention. The total vote
was 38.968, divided as follows lie- -
publican league. 16.103; regular Re
publican. 15.505: Democrats, 2,790;
opposition Democrats, " 465; union la-

bor, 3,750; opposition union labor, 184.

Board Not Satisfied With His
Management.

FOOD BELOW STANDARD

Also Claimed That Officers' Lire
in Luxury.

Dr. I. W. Clark Succeeds Dr.
Newlon.

Superintendent H. W. Charles, of the
Boys' Industrial school at Topeka, is
said to be likely to lose his place s
head of that institution when the state
board of control gets ready to act on
the appointment of some one to that po-
sition.

Members of the board maintain their
usual policy of refusing to discuss pos-
sible changes. It is known, however,
that a fight is being made on Charles
on the ground that his management of
the institution has not been satisfactory.
At one time during the administration
of Governor Bailey there was consider-
able talk that Charles would be dis-
placed, and many charges were made
against him. It seems to be a factthat .nearly all those who have at previ-ous times been employed at the Reform
school have some pretty harsh critic-
isms to make concerning the Charles
administration. Among other things it
is claimed that the boys at the institu-
tion havie not been given the right kind
of food, and that the dainties and lux-
uries have been reserved for the tables
of the officials of the school.

No action is likely to be taken on the
Charles matter at present, however, as
E. B. Schermerhorn, chairman of the
board, left today for Osawatomie, where
he will make the regular monthly ex-
amination of that institution, as re-

quired by law.
At the session yesterday, the board

announced the appointment of Dr. I. W.
Clark of Edna, Labette county, to suc-
ceed Dr. C. S. Newlon, who was dismiss-
ed from the office of superintendent of
the Winfield school for feeble minded
youths. Dr. "Van Nuys, who has been
in charge at Winfield since Newlon's
dismissal, will return to his place at the
Topeka state hospital.Dr. Clark, the new superintendent, is
highly recommended by many people in
Labette county, and is said to be a man
of high character. He has not been
mixed up in political affairs, and the
members of the board say that the ap
pointment is not made for political rea-
sons. There were a number of applicants for the place, and the board se
lected the one they thought would best
handle the duties of the office.

Official announcement is made of the
appointment of Fred W. Knapp as
secretary of the board. Knapp has
held the position of executive clerk in
Governor Hoch's office, and has been
slated for the job of secretary of the
board of control, as previously an-
nounced by the State Journal. Knapp
will immediately begin the discharge
of the duties of his new office. "

F. A. Baker of Topeka is given the
position of bookkeeper of the board,
and Miss Edith Wood, one of the
stenographers in the last house of rep-
resentatives, will be stenographer for
the board.

Nominally, Mr. Knapp will get a
salary of $2,000 a year, and Miss Wood
will get $900. These are the only
positions provided for by the board of
control bill. It is understood, however,
that Knapp will relinquish $500 of his
salary and Miss Wood $200 of hers,
and that the $700 will be used to pay
the bookkeeper. Mr. Knapp's salary
as executive clerk to Governor Hoch
has been $1,500, and he will therefore
be getting the same salary as secretary
of the board of control. The position
of secretary of the board of control is
considered a more desirable one, as it
is one which is likely to be of a per
manent nature, if the board is really
kept out of politics, as is proposed.
There has been a hard fight for the
job of secretary, and many good men
have been atter tne jod.

Floyd A. Baker, the new bookkeeper
of the board, has been employed in the
Santa Fe offices in tins city, arid is well
qualified for his new position. The
next legislature will doubtless make a
specific appropriation for the salary of
hookkeeper( and will leave the pay of
the secretary and stenographer at
$2,000 and $900.

The work of the board of control is
now getting pretty well systematized,
and nearly all the blank forms which
are needed under the new system of
doing business have been prepared.

Conference Will Be Conducted
in French and English.

Fighting Will Continue Until
Peace Is Assured.

Neither Party Appears to Desire
Cessation of Hostilities.

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 9. The
first session of the peace conference
between the Russian and Japanese en-
voys has been concluded. The meetinglasted about an hour, during which
time the credentials of each mission
were examined respectively by the
other. The credentials were found en-
tirely satisfactory. The other business
was the agreement upon a programme
for future sessions. The next meeting
will be held at 9:30 tomorrow. After
the conference, the envoys spent some
time in their respective offices, leaving
the general stores building shortlyafter noon. The return to Newcastle
was by launch. Baron Komura and
Mr. Takahira were the first to leave
the navy yard landing. The Russians
followed shortly afterwards, the tripto the hotel landing being made by the
Russians and the Japanese in separate
boats.

The envoys have agreed that the
English and French languages shall be
used jointly and that the official min-
utes of the meetings shall be recorded
in both languages.

The official details of the programmehave not yet been made public. A
correspondent was received by one of
the plenipotentiaries within ten min-
utes after the missions returned, and in
reply to questions about the confer-
ence, he said: "You can. say that this
morning's meeting was entirely satis-
factory, so far as it went. Our next
meeting will be held tomorrow morn-
ing. Provided all goes well we will get
down to business t"hen- - Terms were
not discussed at today's meeting."

On behalf of Baron Komura and Mr.
Takahira, Mr. Sato handed the follow-
ing official statement to the correspon-
dents regarding this morning's meet-
ing:

"Today's meeting was informal for
the purpose of settling the method of
procedure and in that meeting it was
decided that formal meetings will com
mence tomorrow at half past nine,
Meetings will be held twice a day, one
from 9:30 to 12:30, and the other from
3 to 5:30 or 6 o'clock in the afternoon,
subject to modifications as may be
agreed upon later4Js'q serious business
was transacted at this" morning's ses
sion.

No Armistice Yet.
Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 9. The day

which was to bring the initial meeting,
of Russian and Japanese envoys at the
navy yard, opened with delightful
weather conditions.. The members of
both the Russian and Japanese mis-
sions were early about the hotel and
with the exception of Mr. Witte and
Baron Rosen ate breakfast in the main
dining room. As several of the Rus-
sians were coming out of the dining
room they met two of the Japanese
entering. They exchanged profound
bows but did not shake nanas. Baron
Komura and Mr. Takahira and Secre
tary Adatoi left the Hotel Wentworth
by automobile for tne navy yara at
9:55 o'clock. They were greeted on
the veranda by Secretary Pierce.

Mr. Witte and Baron Rosen depart
ed shortly after in another automobile
leaving by a secondary entrance which
leads to their apartments. There were
many people waiting on the veranda
to witness the departure of the envoys.
With the approach of the hour of
meeting the feeling became more pro-
nounced that an armistice would not
be agreed upon until the success of the
negotiations was assured. ine Known
opposition f Japan to this formality,
and the hearty support which London
is understood to have given to it, is be- -
ieved to have minimized the wish of

Russia for a truce. Another cause for
their willingness, not to press for an
armistice at the first meeting is be-
lieved to be the recent opposition said
to have manifested itself among the
Russian forces at the front against
peace negotiations. It is felt that to
ask them to sign a truce might have a
bad effect upon their spirits and serve
to increase their opposition to the end
ing of the war.

Hide in Automobiles.
It was arranged that the plenipoten

tiaries should make the trip in two big
automobiles which had been sent for
their use instead of by launch, which
is expected to be the usual method. It
took about half an hour to cover the
six miles from the hotel to the navy
yard and at 10:30 the envoys ar-
rived at the naval store- - building
where their sitting was to take pla.ce.
The foreigners attracted no particular
attention as they passea tnrougn tne
city today.

At the navy yard the careful ar-
rangements made by Admiral Mead,
the commandant, for excluding all
persons not connected with the envoys,
operated perfectly, every outsider be-

ing stopped at the entrance of the
vard. Several marines will guard out
side the conference building through
out the time the envoys are in session.

After the plenipotentiaries left the
hotel for the navy yard this morning,
Mr. Honda, private secretary to Baron
Komura, went to the apartments of
the Russian mission, where he was re
ceived in the reception room by Mr.
Shipoff, Mr. de Planchoff, Mr. Batcheff
and Mr. Berg. Mr. Honda said the
obiect of his visit was to discuss the
best programme for the exchange of
the cards by tne memDers or tne mis
sions. The conversation was very
cordial and it was decided that the
cards bv the members of the mis-
or that a secretary from each side
should convey them to the respective
apartments and there be formally re
ceived.

It is notable that the envoys are
fraternizing more easily and it is no
longer a subject for comment when a
Russian and a Japanese are seen talk-
ing together.Whether the meeting today will be
more than of organization probably
will not be known until the envoys re-
turn to their hotel. Baron Komura
and Mr. Witte reiterated to Third As-

George H. Evans, the man who built
the Kansas state house, died at Keith's
hospital last night after a lingering
illness of several years. His death was
caused by locomotor ataxia. The fu--

neral will be held from the residence
of his son-in-la- C. B. Burge, at 929
Topeka avenue, at 3 p. rn. It will be
conducted by the A. O. TJ. W. and
G. A. R.

George H. Evans was born in 1849,
in Fulton county, Indiana. He was
one of ten children, five of whom
were boys. His parents lived on a
farm, and George was raised as a
farmer. , ,

The Civil war- - broke out when
George was 12 years old. Several of
his "brothers enlisted. One of them
was killed, and when the recruitingofficer came back to Fulton county to
recruit new members for the company
of which his brother had been a mem-
ber, George enlisted. He was only 14-

years old at the time. He served with
credit through the remainder of the ,

war as a member or company is.
Eighty-sevent- h Indiana volunteers.

At the close of the war the entire
Evans family, except four of the older
children who had married, moved to
Kansas, and settled on a farm near
Topeka.

Evans did his first work in Topekaon the west wing of the state house,
then in process of construction. There .

he learned . the trade of stonemason.
and found out some things about the
management of bu: contracts.

It was not long before young Evans
began to take contracts for buildings
in Topeka and neighboring towns, and
when the contracts for building the
state house were on tap. Evans formed
a partnership with Joe Cox of Law- - -

rence. The firm of Evans & Coi cut a
wide swath in those days. Their influ
ence counted for much. Many were
the deep political intrigues with which
their name3 were associated. It .paidwell to stand in with the lecrislature. '

and Evans & Cox played the game to
the limit. - They landed the contract
for building the central portion of the
state capitol. From the huge stones
which went into the subterranean
foundations up to the highest pinnacle
of stone and mortar on the dome, tne
work was done by Evans & Cox. Their
huge stone saws, run by machinery,
sliced out great limestone blocks, while
the clink of the stonecutters' chisels
resounded constantly in the great stone- - .

yard about the stats house square. A
million dollars represented the value
of the contracts secured on the state
house job. .

Evans & Cox seemed to have strings
on pretty nearly everybody in those
days. They are said to nave naa a
hand in the preparation of specifica
tions, in the letting of the contracts
and the passage of the appropriation
bills. They secured control or certain
brands of building material, and hd
those brands mentioned in the speci-
fications. Hence it was necessary for
anyone who bid on the contracts to get
prices for some or tneir material Irom
Evans & Cox. This gave them the in-

side track, and they used it to good ad-
vantage. When unable to obtain some
such advantage, they sometimes bid
the work clear down to cost, and then
arranged matters so that certain
changes in the plans were ordered by
the building commission. For such
"extras" Evans & Cox were paid big
prices; enough to insure them a fat
profit on the whole job.

The original plans for the state
house called for a circular dome.
Evans & Cox secured the contract for
building such a dome, at a very low
figure. Subsequently, the plana were
changed, and an octagonal dome asked
for. For this change, Evans & Cox are
said to have received $40,000 extra, in
spite of the fact that it cost them less
to build an octagonal dome than a cir-
cular one.

In conversation with a reporter for
the State Journal some time ago, Mr.
Evans said:

"We made big money on the state
house work. Our profits were not less

CHAPELLE DIES.

Archbishop of New Orleans
Victim of Yellow Ferer.

New Orleans, Aug. 9. Archbishop
Chapelle of the Catholic diocese of New
Orleans, died this afternoon of yellow
fever.

Placide Louis Chapelle, archbishop of
New Orleans, was born in the diocese
of Mende, France, August 28, 1842.

In 1859 he came to the United States
and took a complete theological and
philosophical course at St. Mary's col-
lege, after which he taught in St.
Charles' college, from 1863 to 1865. In
that year he was ordained priest, and
was in missionary work from 1865 to
1870. -

Later he was pastor of St. John's and
St. Joseph's churches in Baltimore, St.
Mathew's in Washington and was ap-
pointed coadjutor to Bishop Salpointe.
Upon the resignation of Archbishop
Salpointe in 1894, he became archbishopof Santa Fe. In November, 1897, he
was made archbishop of Now Orleans,
and appointed apostolic delegate to
Cuba and Puerto Rico in 1SS8 by the
pope. The next year he was appointedto the same title in the Philippines.His residence in New Orleans was 1114
Chartres street.
